for what, and don’t talk bats. 
Missing among the four freedom* 
is the right of a man to the lr ir of 
his own toil, the right of a worker to 
mote than the shirker, the bee more 
than the drone, 
lf “ freedom from 
want” means only that the said poli­ 
ticians will force the industrious 
to 
share up with the lazy in ordt v that 
the bums vote for the politician . it 
is a self-defeating program. 
Rather 
than toil only that others may reap 
the Kulaks in Russia killed oft then 
cattle rather than s *e them conf is 
cated. 
History is full of -rich ♦ x 
ample*. 
Although government, like an in 
surance company, can alleviate tcm- 
porary distress, no government cur 
permanently guarantee 
i’s people, 
or the people of distant continents, 
against want. 
The only guarantee 
against 
want i- 
work 
production. 
Instead of taxing producer- to th* 
point of discouragement, or entai l 
ling them in the stick flypaper 01 
bureaucratic regimentation, or go­ 
ing 
into 
business 
and 
competing 
against them, the government s.iouui 
give those who have elbow grease the 
assurance that if they sow, they may 
also reap. 
Missing also is the right to work 
without paying tribute 
to anyone 
Missing, too’, is the right to compete 
to offer a better article at a lower 
price. 
Instead of a competitive en 
terprise system, we are moving to­ 
ward- 
national 
and 
international 
cartels, 
managed 
by 
politicians 
which will hold the umbrella of gov­ 
ernm ent protection over inefficiency 
and senility provided it has a pull in 
politics. 
And w here is the freedom to criti­ 
cise government, or vote against it 
without reprisals or some form of 
crackdown?
